Kerns said he and his dog-catch- 


er just could not handle all the 
complaints

dogs roaming loose. 


"It's 
a waste of time*" said 


Kerns. "I'm going to let the town 
go to the dogs." 


The City Council Monday night 


appointed Alderman Carl Williams 
to serve as interim mayor until a 
special election could be held with- 
in the next two months. 


Kerns said, in parting, that he 


likes dogs, but doesn't own one 
himself. 


Beaton To Speak 


The presentation ceremony will 


be held during the ISBA'a annual 
dinner at 7 p.m. in the hotel's 
grand fcallroom. James Reston, 
Pulitzer prize winner and recent 
figure in the publicized "leak" of 
the controversial Talta papers, will 
be the principal speaker at the din- 
ner. He is Washington correspond- 
ent for the New York Times. 


Reston is married to the daugh- 


ter of William Fulton, Sycamore, 
who recently retired as state Su- 
preme Court Justice from'the Sixth 
Illinois District. 


Joseph B. Fleming, member of 


the well-known law firm of Kirk- 
land, Fleming, Green, Martin & 
Ellis, Chicago, will deliver the ac- 
ceptance speech on behalf of the 
50-year certificate winners. 


Although Devine and Warner fol- 


lowed quite different paths during 
their half century of law practice 
in Dixon, the two men played mar- 
bles together while attending the 
old North Central School and re- 
ceived their degrees in law by at- 
tending night school at the old Dix- 
on College. They are also neigh- 
bors on East Everett Street. 


Former Speaker 


Devine, 77, is a 24-year veteran 


of the Illinois legislature. He was 
elected to the House of Represen- 
tatives in 1913 and served succes- 
sive terms through 1937. He was 
elected Speaker of the House in 
1935. 


He has served as Democratic 


committeeman for the Sixth Illi- 
nois district; a delegate to the na- 
tional Democratic conventions in 
1932 and 1936; and was president 
of the local district's bar associa- 
tion in 1951. 


As a tribute to Devine. the house 


members appropriated S500 to have 
his picture painted. The painting 
now hangs in the House galleries. 
This move,established a precedent 
and since then, every Speaker of

the House has his portrait hung in 
the galleries. 


Changed Widow Law 


While in the legislature, Devine 


was instrumental in changing the 
law to read that a widow ^vi 
children is entitled to a third o£ 
her husband's estate and can dis 
pose of it as she sees fit. The old 
version was that she was permit- 
ted only to use the estate. 


Devine confesses that his general 


law practice was really his "first 
love" and his political career was 
only "incidental." 


Although on opposite sides of the 


political fence, Devine nominated 
Warner for Grand Exalter Rulei 
of the B.P.O.E-. in 1939 at the 
nominating 
convention. Warner 


won the election. 


Born In Harmon 


Devine was born Jan. 22, 1878, 


in Harmon. 
After receiving his 


law degree, he began practice in 
Dixon. The law firm of Dixon, 
Devine and Bracken was formed 
in 1927. George K. Ray replaced 
Robert Bracken 
in 1952 when 


Bracken was elected Circuit Judge. 
Luke Moran became an associate 
in the firm in 1953. 


The veteran politician lives at 


408 E. Everett with his second 
wife, the former Theresa A. Gor- 
man. Springfield. They were mar- 
ried in 1930. Hi? first wife, the Jate 
Catherine Hennessey, Diyon, died 
in 1920. They were marned in 
1917. 


Devine explained that he re- 


mained in Lee County all his life 
because he was "content to live 
where he Avas born.''

Donald Roop, 43, 
In Poor Condition 
In Dixon Hospital 


NELSON— (Special) ±- A 


Franklin Grove man, Donald 
Roop, 43, received serious leg 
and arm injuries this morn- 
ing when the auto he was 
driving was struck by a rail- 
road locomotive at the cross- 
ing in Nelson. Roop was re- 
ported in "poor condition" in 
KSB hospital at noon. 


Witnesses told investigating of- 


ficers that the gate at the crossing 
had not been lowered when Roop 
started across. The Chicago and 
North Western locomotive, pulling 
only a caboose, struck the car on 
the right side just behind the driv- 
er's seat and earned the auto about 
100 feet from the crossing. Roop 
was traveling south, and the loco- 
motive was westbound. 


Lee County Chief Deputy Sheriff 


Robert Burrs and Deputy Donald 
Sachs investigated the accident. 
Sachs said the railroad tower oper- 
ator at the crqs,5ing,,Frank SavEjceie 
G7, told him he had been busy with 
other duties and did not get the 
manually-operated gates down in 
time. Sawyer also said red flash- 
ing lights at the crossing will not 
operate until activated in the tower. 


Roop was thrown from the car 


and pinned under the rear of the 
auto.

Reveal U. S. Will Train 
British Atom-Bomb Crews 


NEW YORK UP>—The New York Times said today the United States 


has agreed to train selected British bomber crews to use American 
atomic weapons. 


"This agreement clearly envis- 


ages the delivery—in a war emer- 
gency—of United States atomic 
weapons to units of the Royal Air 
Force," the Times dispatch from 
London said. 


The report added that the actual 


weapons would only be turned 
over to the British from U. 6. 
stocks in Europe on the order of 
the American President, a* re- 
quired by U.S. law. 


The Times said according to 


"responsible sources" 
the new 


B r 11 i s h-American 
arrangement 


"marks the first time since the 


1946—liberalized by Congress last 
August—that the United States has 
begun planning with an ally for the 
potential use of American atomic 
weapons by that ally." 


In amending the McMahon Act 


last year, Congress authorized the 
President to release to allies limit- 
ed atomic information—none of it 
top aecret—for use in defense plan- 
ning and training. The act also 
authorizes the President to deliver 
atomic weapons to the U. S. De 
fense Department for "such use as 
he deems necessary in the interest

House Speaker Rayburn of Texas 
headed the 11 Democrats at the 
White House conference. The Re- 
publican contingent included Vice 
President 
Nixon. Senate GOP

Massachusetts. 


Secretary of State Dulles and 


Foreign Operations Administrator 
Harold E. Stassen were among ad- 
ministration officials joining in the 
conference. 


Rayburn told reporters that Dul 


les and the other officials gave a 
worldwide review of economic and 
military conditions. 


"I thought they handled them 


selves very well," Rayburn said. 


Kno.wland said Dulles' briefing 


centered on "developments in the 
Far Pacific area." He gave no 
details.

arrest. 


Charles Delph, 19, 915 N. Galena 


Ave., 
received the maximum sen- 


;ence after Bales reviewed a po- 
iice record that dates back to a 
misdemeanor at 13 years of age 
and includes a variety of offenses 
such as larceny, assault and bat- 
tery, aggravated assault, drunk 
and disorderly and resisting arrest. 


Delph has previously spent 18 


months in Vandalia for violation 
of probation and for aggravated 
assault. 


"Crazy" When Drunk 


Bales told the court that he has 


received reports that Delph goes 
"crazy when drunk and terronzes 
his young followers around town 
by beating his fists on his chest in 
Tarzan style and shouting, 'Charlie 
will kill!'" 


Bales added that Delph's home 


environment should receive part of 
the blame for the youth's condition 
but said that he was a "constant 
source of trouble" when in Dixon. 


Bales recommended "at least a 


year in Vandalia" for Delph. Pub- 
lic Defender L. J. Scnven said 
that he believed that a year would 
be "ample and justified." Delph 
pleaded guilty to the charge. 


Dixon Police Officer Ray Wilson, 


who was one of the four policemen 
who had to literally carry Delph 
out of the Deluxe cafe and into his 
jail cell late Saturday, testified to- 
day. 


Wilson explained that a Dixon 


teenager, Gloria Jones, and her 
father had signed a warrant for 
Delph's arrest on a disorderly con- 
duct charge.

C31)—Gen. Trinh Mini*'The, 
top Cao Dai general and one 
of the chief supporters of the 
free Viet Nam revolutionary ' 
committee, was killed in ac- 
tion tonight. 


His death was disclosed a short 


time after hard-hitting troops of 
the Cao Dai religious sect joined 
the Nationalist Army of Premier 
Ngo Dien Diem in an offensive 
against the Bmh Xuyen rebels. 


Gen. The's Cao Dai forces were 


once allied with the Binh Xuyen 
society and the Hoa Hao sect in 
a united front demanding Dism's 
resignation. But the general Switch- 
ed sicjes three months ago when 
Gen. Le Van Vien, the Binh Xuyen 
leader, rejected d e m a n d * that 
armed struggle be avoided. 


Thrown Support 


Gen. The had thrown lour bat- 


talions of his troops, perhaps 2,400 
men, to Diem's support in mopping 
up Vien's battered force of 2,000 
men on Saigon outskirts. 


He died while directing the bat- 


talions in this action. 


The Cao Dai general was fired 


upon by Binh Xuyen commandoes 
in an armored motorboat and died 
instantly. 


This blo\v to the armed forcei 


supporting Diem came as the 
premier was- marshalling all hia 
support for a political victory-over 
Chief of State Bao Dai. 


The Premier formally convoked 


a "states general"—an assembly 
of political party representatives 
and municipal and provincial offi- 
cials—to pass judgment on the 
National Revolutionary Commit- 
tee's weekend recommendation to 
depose Bao Dai. The assembly was 
called to meet in Saigon Wednes- 
day. 


Promised Voice 


In a nationwide broadcast, Diem 


said the national army also would 
have voice in the final decision on 
the committee's recommendations. 
Both the states general and tha 
army were expected to approve the 
ousting of the playboy ex-Emperor, 
who has been living on the French 
Riviera for-the past 13 months. 


The demands for Bao Dai's de- 


position followed his Cabled order 
last week for Gen. Nguyen Van 
Vy, a supporter of his, to supplant 
Diem. The army refused to follow 
Vy, who scurried back to the hill 
resort of Dalat. 


Reports of new French support 


and renewed U.S. backing bolster- 
ed the Premier. French officials in 
Pans said Monday night their gov- 
ernment and the United States ara 
prepared to "sacrifice" Bao Dai if 
his removal would promote stabil- 
ity.

Handle the Eggs 
Right to Get 
Top Quality Price 


URBANA — Maybe it would be a 


good thing if every egg a chicken 
laid said "Handle with care" right 
on the shell. 


Of course, the hen knows how to 


handle her eggs without signs. 
Hens are not rough with eggs. They 
gently lay them down in straw- 
lined nests. They don't drop them. 


•The poultryman should also han- 
dle eggs carefully to maintain top 
quality and prevent breakage, says 
D. J. Bray, poultry extension spe- 
cialist at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 


Eggs will be clean, too, if you 


provide clean quarters for hens. 
Naturally clean eggs are best, be- 
cause any method of cleaning is 
sure to destroy some of the egg's 
protective covering, Bray says. 


Eggs must be kept in a cool, 


moist room. If they're not, mois- 
ture evaporates through the shell's., 
8,000 pores and an air cell forms in 
the big end of the egg. The cand- 
ler spots this air cell and grades 
the egg down at market time, and 
the lost quality cuts down your 
profits. 


Bloat Still 
h Puzzler 


URBANA — No one has a sure 


answer to the bloat problem. Prod- 
ucts on the market that claim to 
prevent bloat have not yet been 
proved effective. 


Dairymen can, however, take a 


number of precautions that may 
help to prevent serious losses, says 
Karl E. Gardner, dairy scientist 
at the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


Bloat occurs when a hungry cow 


eats too much green, wet, lush 
forage too fast. The cow actually 
fills her stomach so full that the 
gas exit through the esophagus or 
bullet is closed off, Gardner points 
out. 


Obviously the way to prevent 


cows from eating so much that 
they may bloat is to see that they 
are not hungry when they first 
go on new pastures. 


Legumes sometimes produce a 


foam or froth in the paunch that 
blocks off the gas exit. Dairymen 
who have trouble with bloat would 
do well to plan pastures that are 
not more than 50 percent legume, 
because cows do not ordinarily 
bloat on grass pastures. 


Wet pastures seem to increase 


the possibility of bloat. The rea- 
son is probably that the cow can 
eat the west feed faster, although 
it may not be the complete expla- 
nation, says Gardner. 


Keep a weather eye out when you 


first,turn cows out in spring pas- 
tures, and watch them again when 
rains follow a relatively dry spell.

Farmers should not expect any 


big changes in government lending 
operations because of the Hoover 
Commission 
task 
force recom- 


mendations aimed at tightening 
farm credit, says Better Farming. 


The administration is showing 


no enthusiasm for the recom- 
mendations and many Congress' 
men are openly hostile. 


Major farm credit changes pro- 


posed would end Commodity Credit 
Corporation loans on price-support- 
ed crops and put them on a pur- 
chase contract basis. Restrictions, 
too, would be put on borrowing by 
REA cooperatives, P r o d u c t i o n 
Credit Associations, crop insurance 
and the Farmers Home Admin- 
istration program. 


URBANA—How good are today's 
:orn hybrids? 
That's an important question to 


:orn growers in Illinois, which 
now leads all other states in pro- 
ducing hybrid seed corn. For the 
past five years, Illinois has also 
ed in per-acre corn yields. 


Best way to answer the question, 


according to R. W. Jugenheimer, 
University of Illinois corn breed- 
er, is to compare today's corn hy- 
brids with those of 25 years ago. 


By 1934, Jugenheimer reports, 
ess than ten per cent of Illinois 
'armers were using hybrids. Be- 
tween 1925 and 1934 corn yields 
for open-pollinated varieties aver- 
aged just under 34 bushels an 
acre, and it was only the best 
farmers who could make 50. 


Open-pollinated varieties did not 


respond as well as hybrids to fer- 
Lilizer, the scientist says. 
They 


usually didn't stand well enough 
to he harvested with mechanical 
pickers. They c o u 1 d n' t resist 
drouth, disease and insects. 


In the ten years after 1934, Illi- 


nois corn growers changed to hy- 
brids. Yields during this period 
averaged 45 bushels an acre, about 
a third more than for the open-pol 
linated varieties. Hybrids respond- 
ed to fertilizer and to thicker 
planting. They could fight drouth 
and other hazards, and they stood 
until the picker got there. 


Today's hybrids are better still, 


Jugenheimer says. In the past 10 
years, average yields have in- 
creased another eight bushels to 
almost 53 bushels an acre, 19 bu- 
shels above the open-pollinated 
average. 


Another mark of the change Is 


that most hybrids of 10 years ago 
cant* meet the competition of to 
day. Only 13 of the 14T hybrids 
certified in 1944 were certified 
again in 1954. The rest have been 
replaced by tetter ones.

1955 Harvest May 
Top Last Year's 


A total harvest volume in 1955 


that may top last year's, despite 
crop controls, is predicted by Bet- 
ter Fanning. 


Farmers will crowd the allow- 


able limits of controlled crops and 
expand non-quota crops beyond the 
1954 acreage. 


This strengthens the arguments 


of farm experts who feel that par- 
tial control only shift surpluses 
around. "The hard fact is," com- 
mented one, "that we are at the 
end of the line in juggling crops in 
an attempt to solve the surplus 
problem. Nearly all of them, from 
a practical standpoint, are either 
in surplus or on the brink of being 
so " 


Unless there is a marked in- 


crease in exports, a big improve- 
ment in home demand, or both, 
farmers probably face a tightening 
of controls for the next several 
years.

Spraying will still be prof- 
itable only in fields where growth 
is severely retarded because of 
weevil damage and half-grown 
weevils are still abundant. Where 
growth is poor, examine the plants 
for other troubles before spraying. 
Also, observe residue precautions 
on the labels of insecticide contain- 
ers.

Sptttletwfs: In occasional forage

Treat only 
those fields in which the population 
averages at least one per »t«m. 
Use BHC, methoxychlor, or toxa- 
phene. 


Aphids: Pea aphids are still 


scarce in fields of clover and alfal- 
fa examined this week. In northern 
Illinois, however, a fiew fields of 
alfalfa have light infestations. If 
treatment becomes necessary, use 
0.3 pound of BHC, 1.0 pound of 
malathion or 0.25 pound of parathi- 
on per acre. Parathion should be 
applied only by professional oper- 
ators. 


Sweet clover weevil: Observe 


new seedmgs of sweet clover dur- 
ing the next four weeks for moon- 
shaped notches eaten in the mar 
gins of the leaves. When 50 per cent 
of the foliage has been destroyed, 
treat immediately with 1.5 pounds 
of DDT per acre unless the grain 
crop has already headed. 


Beneficial insects: Lady-bugs are

However, above normal tempera- 
tures of the past two week* have 
accelerated borer development. If 
these higher temperatures con- 
tinue, moth flight 
may occur 


earlier than usual. With this powi- 
bility, exceptionally early planting 
(during the first week to 10 day* 
of May) is certainly to be discour- 
aged. 


House flies: Occasional houa* 


flies can now be found in barns in 
many areas of Illinois. Carefully 
clean up calf pens and other ani- 
mal pens in the barns and scatter 
the refuse in the fields.

The State's Progress in Problems 


of Mental Health 


National attention is focusing on Illinois' progressive 


and humane mental health program. 


Progress in the care and rehabilitation of the state's 


victims of mental disorders during the past 28 months that 
the Illinois Department of Public Welfare has been headed 
by Dr. Otto Bettag has outstripped, in many areas, innova- 
tions of the previous half-century. 


From Gov. William G. Stratton down the present ad- 


ministration has concentrated on improved conditions and 
higher standards of treatment for the mentally ill. 


When Gov~ Stratton, in his inaugural address, said of 


the mental patients, "We should consider not only how far 
we have come but also how far we have yet to go m discov- 
ering ways and means of discharging our responsibility to 
those who are in need," the groundwork was laid for the 
present era of progress. 


During Mental Health Week which now is being ob- 


served Illinois can point to significant accomplishments in 
areas of improved physical facilities, increased and more 
competent personnel, new economies, more realistic employ- 
ment policies, more effective diagnosis and treatment,_ and 
most important, approximately eighty per cent of patients 
discharged during the fiscal year 1954 had been hospitalized 
six months or less. 


According to Dr. Bettag, these advances have been made 


possible by the understanding cooperation of the Republican 
administration and legislature and the devotion and skill of 
highly qualified personnel in the mental health program.

To improve and expand physical facilities the 68th gen- 


eral assembly appropriated $5 million for a new psychiatric 
training and research Hospital. This year the William Healy 
Residential School in Chicago for care and treatment of men- 
tally ill children will be opened in late May or early June. 
Early in the current biennium the Southern Illinois Children's 
Service Center was opened at Hurst to provide temporary 
care for dependent and neglected children in the southern 
counties where no facilities previously were available. 


To provide more adequate care for mental patients 


nearly 700 additional full-time employes work in the Depart- 
ment of Welfare than in January, 1953. At the same time,

Now, however, it i» 
possible in many cases to operate 
on cataracts before they have be- 
come "ripe." Of coarse, this is not 
always so and one must rely on the 
advice of the eye surgeon as to 
whether operation at a particular 
tsrne is advisable or not. 


The fact that it can be done 


sometimes has helped many peo- 
ple to regain their vision in a 
much shorter period of time. When 
properly treated the outlook for 
someone with cataracts is not bad 
at all.

As always, the important thing 


for the parents to do is to be there 
when they are needed; to listen 
before they pass judgment: to fit 
rules and regulations to the cus- 
toms of today, instead of falling 
back on such statements as "When 
I was your age" and "No daughter 
of mine is going to do such-and- 
such." 


And, of course, it is important for 


the parents to give teen-agers the 
security that comes from knowing 
that their parents believe in them, 
respect them, and stand behind 
them. But there is nothing difficult 
in that for parents who are able to 
see their children as individuals, 
trying to grow up and gain in self- 
reliance and not just as children 
who have suddenly and willfully 
mused to act like children. 


What teen-agers need from par- 


ents is less awe and fear and an- 
noyance and more tnut and re- 
spect.

WASHINGTON ffl — One Senate- 


House conferee on the postal pay 
increase bill said today a tentative 
agreement had been reached on a 
salary boost averaging 8% per 
cent. 


This would be close to the 8.3 


average increase voted 
by- 


House. The Senate passed a 


the 
bill 


calling for a flat 10 per cent raise 
except that every postal employe 
would get at least 400 annually. A 
conference agreement is sought. 


The pay raise would go to all 


nation's one • half million postal 
workers. 


Whatever is the final outcome, 


the bill might run into a presi- 
dential veto. President Eisenhower 
has indicated he will not go be- 
yond a 7.6 per cent raise. 


Sen. Olin D. Johnston (D-SC), 


chairman of the conferees, would 
say only "we're getting along 
fine" after the morning session. 


But one conferee, who asked 


that his name not be used, said 
an all but final accord had been 
worked out on the 8% per cent 
figure retroactive to March 1. This 
was the effective date in the House 
bill. 


This source said the conferees 


had decided to write a 7 per cent 
minimum into the bill. As it pass' 
ed the House, the floor was 6 per 
cent, but only a relatively few 
could get this small a raise.

nevertheless: after taking over the 
satellites, 
the Communists got 


Czechoslovakia and the Chinese 
Communists, late in 1949, took over 
China. 


Nevertheless, the Truman ad- 


ministration was cutting down its 
military spending and on April 13, 
1950, the President told newsmen 
the prospects for peace looked bet- 
ter than at any time jvnce the 
cold war started in 1946. 


Then in June the United States 


•was in war in Korea and remained 
In war for the rest of Truman's 
term. 


The Eisenhower administration, 


explaining its increased reliance on 
new weapons, is cutting down the 
size of the armed forces although 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, Army 
chief of staff, has taken a gloomy 
view of Army reductions. 


On military spending Truman 


and Eisenhower faced the same 
problem: the country couldn't af- 
ford to stay fully mobilised inde- 
finitely. Both men sought a middle 
ground. 


On -Upswing 


La»t week Eisenhower told a 


news conference, "I confess I 
have a feeling that things are on 
the upswing." But he said he could 
take every single favorable point 
and balance it by something that 
doesn't look too favorable. 


Eisenhower had obtained a truce 


growing confidence around the 


world in thi» country'* peaceful 
intentions. 


In addition th« Red Chinewshave 


suggested talks to "relax tension."

Tufo said in Newark that Ferri 
vas one of the witnesses subpoe- 
naed for the May 10 trial but his 
role was comparatively minor— 
lardly important enough to war- 
rant murder. 


Ferri had testified in Anastasia's 


first triaA in 1948 that he did $8,700 
worth of work on Anastasia's home 
in Fort Lee, N. J., as a plumber. 


That testimony could be used 


again. 


Ferri and his wife. 60, came here

The noisy arrival of a fire en- 


gine, squad cars, a Navy shore 
patrol wagon and two ambulances 
—summoned by false alarms—in- 
terrupted Carter's talk before the 
Memphis Public Affairs Forum. 


The forum was held at the 


YWCA. "It's clear that some peo- 
ple had it in for Mr. Carter and 
Just wanted to make trouble," a 
YWCA official said. 


The series of telephone calls 


falsely reported a fire, an acci- 
dent, a shooting, a murder and a 
riot. 


Carter, editor of the Greenville 


(Miss.) D e l t a Democrat-Times, 
said the recent growth of citizens 
councils in his state is "dangerous 
and unholy" and threatens to 
create a "shadow legislature." 


The councils were formed to 


fight, with economic pressure, any 
move to back up the Supreme 
Court's ruling that racial segrega- 
tion in public schools is uncon- 
stitutional. 


Carter 
said he opposes any 


sharp c h a n g e in Mississipi's 
school system, but feels the coun- 
cils' use of "economic terrorism" 
to maintain segregation "is not 
worthy to be called American." 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. UP) — School 


administrators are finding that one 
way to get and keep teachers—a 
sore problem for 15 years now—is 
to make it harder to be a teacher. 


The number of states requiring 


a collgee degree in education to 
teach in elementary schools now 
is nearing 35, and others are plan- 
ning to put degree requirements 
into effect.

Nervousness Shows 


This nervousness shows up every 


time an occasional sour earnings 
report wedges into the parade of 
glowing profit statements from 
most companies. Price of the stock 
of the less fortunate company 
swings widely, and this 
often 


spreads to the market as a. whole. 


Or a corporation doesn't come 


through with the stock split, raised 
dividend or merger which rumor 
had predicted. A sharp break in 
the market follows. 


These sudden and severe swings, 


either up or down, in stock prices 
worry many in Washington. These 
observers interpret the market's 
nervousness and fluctuations in re- 
cent weeks as evidence that spec- 
ulators may b« taking over from 
investors. 


Fulbright Report 


The report by the staff of the 


Senate Banking Committee, which 
Sen. J. W. Fulbright (D - Ark) 
heads, puts the cause for worry 
this way: 


"When more and more people 


turn to the stock market for a 
quick profit rather than invest- 
ment income, with an increasing 
reliance on credit, speculative ex- 
cesses are likely to develop." 


Should these 
excesses 
"push 


prices up to unsustainable levels," 
the report stresses, there could be 
"sharp reversals which can shake 
business confidence." 


Beyond this worry over possible 


excesses to come, and to great 
use of credit in playing the mar- 
ket, the Fulbright staff finds little 
in the present situation that can 
be compared with the 1929 mar- 
ket that preceded the big crash.

Jliffe, vice president of the H. J. 
Heinz Co. of Pittsburgh, said to- 
day the guaranteed annual wage 
jeing demanded by some unions 
may endanger expansion of pro- 
grams of some businesses and 
aar.krupt others. 


Cliffe said in a speech prepared

Risks Great
